His announcement followed a luncheon meeting yesterday 
at which M.W.D. directors and the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce—the principal opponents—presented their sides of 


the controversy over the Geddes bill.

The bill proposes to end block @——— 


voting on applications to join the 
district. It is frankly intended to 
make it easier for Pomona, On- 
tario and other cities to become 
members and obtain Colorado 
River water. 

The present unit rule is based 
on assessed valuation of member 
cities. It takes a majority vote 
to approve an annexation appli- 
cation, but directors with large 
biocks of votes can reject ‘it. Op- 
ponents of the Geddes bill contend 
it wotld allow one-third of the di-. 
rectors to let in additional com- 
munities. 

Spokesmen for the district and 
the Los Angeles Chamber told 
southern assemblymen at the 
meeting the Geddes bill (AB2174) 
would “seriously affect” the value 
of the district’s outstanding bonds. 

James L. Beebe, Pasadena, said 
he doubted that Los Angeles voters 
would approve the estimated $115,- 
000,000 in new bonds the M.W.D. 


. needs for complete development if 


the bill passes. Beebe is a Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
official. 


Stewart Salisbury, also of the 
chamber, said his organization is 
not opposed to the annexation of 
Pomona, and that the passage of 
the bill would probably delay the 
annexation. 

Assemblyman Julian Beck, San 
Fernando, wanted to know why 
Pomona ig “pushing” to get into 
the district.

ATHENS—(Via airmail)—IiIn 
Greece, Wistory colors all 
thought, so that in the midst 
of the turbulent present war one 
remembers that marathon is 
listed as the first decisive bat- 
tle of western history—and that 
St. John wrote the apocalypse 
on the Greek island of Patmos. 
Which will it be for Greece? 
Marathon or apocalypse ? 

To the educated Greek, the 
war being waged. against the 
nation by Communist armies 
and guerrilizs is not @ civil war, 
and all Greeks except the Com- 
munists resent those words. It 
is another of the perennial at- 
tacks from the east with the 
object of breaking through to 
the Aegean and the Mediterran- 
ean—waged this time by the 
Russians ani the Slavs, work- 
ing through fifth columns mere- 
ly to avoid the military burden 
and moral onus of 1a more direet 
attack. 

Ideology is only «a war weap- 
on, not an end in itself. And the 
object of Communism, say the 
Greekg, is neither to revolution- 
ize nor reform the Greek or any 
other nation, but to destroy and 
subject it. They cite the Rus- 
sian. attempt via the Cominform 
to resubject Yugoslavia as illus- 
tration. 

They have further proof of the 
Pan- Slavic imperialism and 
alien interests mixed up with 
Communism. Of the guerrillas 
captured or who have surrender- 
ed, and the Communist agents 
rounded up, an extraordinary 
number are, to be sure, Greek 
nationals of Slavic extraction 
or racial Greeks alienated by 
generations of citizenship in 
other countries. 

The core of the rebellion is, 
indeed, the Greeks transferred 
here in 19232, from Asia Minor, 
in the exchange of populations 
arranged. by the League of Na- 
tions. Now, hardly more than a 
generation later, these forced 
migrants are still not Greek in 
feeling, and open to a movement 
whose heart is treason. 

As “the toad beneath the har- 
row knows exactly where each 
toothpoint goes,” the Greek, who 
has had to live dangerously 
throughout his. entire national 
history, and remembers 400 
years of subjection, penetrates 
the Communist disguise to see 
a familiar face and to react to a 
tragically repetitious crisis. In 
their eyes the war is more Rus- 
sian than Communist—merely 
another manifestation of the 
age-long Russian ambition to 
break through to the warm seas, 
to the Mediterranean, and by 
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the weakest of three possible 
routes. 

These routes are: the Darda- 
nelles, where the Turks stand 
determined, backed by the west, 


and immunized by their anti- 
Communist actions to a fiftl 
column; Greek Macedonia, which 
once detachei from Greece 
would give Russia the impot- 
tant port of Salonika; and a road 
through Yugoslavia’s Macedon- 
ia to Albania and the Adriatic. 
Of all these, Greece seemed 
the safest bet ani weakest 
point. And the concentration of 
international Communist propa- 
ganda on Greéce demonstrates 
the vast importance attached by 
Russia to the Greek war. Inci- 
dentally, in no propaganda have 
they been even comparably as 
successful as in the United 
States, where Communist mis- 
representation of facts’ and is- 
snes has been furthere? by an 
almost universal ignorance of 
Greece, the absence of anti- 
Communist Greeks in the United 
States (for they are in Greece 
fighting), the astonishing lack 
of adequate press coverage here 
and, as a result, the acceptance 
by even anti-Communists of 
much Communist propaganda. 


The Greeks cannot under- 
stand this. To them, the enunci- 
ation of the Truman doctrine 
was neither romantic nor ba- 
sically ideological. Instead it was 
the hard realism of a country 
determined to protect its own 
security and avoid another world 
war by holding off Russian ex- 
pansion from the European mar- 
itime nations’ ani the middle 
east, without which European 
recovery is impossible. From a 
furely geographic standpoint, 
they argue, and convincingly, 
that the Sovietization of Greece 
would break Tito’s resistance, 
enclose Turkey, outflank Italy, 
threaten Africa from air bases 
in Crete, and menace Suez, Iran 
and, more remotely, India. 

To them, they are simply in 
the third phase of the second 
worl war—the seed of which to 
them was sown in the first 
world war by the incomprehensi- 
ble policy on Albania, “a piece 
ot geography which is neither 
a state nor a separate people 
but a perpetual.base for aggres- 
sors.” And, in this framework, 
they see themselves—Europe’s 
poorest land, exhausted by nine 
years of war and occupation 
alone spilling their blood and 
spilling in that the west, if they 
win, shall not eventually have 
to spill its own.
